Hi Eric, Okay you have alliterated me with the Ringo Rat Roger!! <g> | 
was trying to think of a clever play on words in return, like the Noble 
Numismatist Newman, but it sort of lacks in originality!! In any case, | agree 
with you concerning the idea that a group of coins only found in America 
COULD have been minted in Britian and brought over for exclusive use in 
America. (| am not adamant, like Byron, in regard to the 1785s) Since the 
Ringo Rats have only been found in America, | certainly cannot rule out a 
British origin, though | still consider the possibility exists that they were 
minted here. Though no specific mint has been identified, we do know 
many illegal counterfeiting operations were in effect in the 1700's. Of 
course the 1777 date of the Ringo Rats in no way indicates that they were 
actually minted in 1777. | have a slight fear that they could have been 
minted in the 1800s' like the Blacksmiths. It would be helpful if we could 
relate this coin to others via die linkage but such does not exist at this time. 
In regard to any further help, | have attached the image of your coin which | 
used to make the plate images. | am not sure if this will help your curator 
find the coin easier but if he does the weight, diameter and axis data would 
be helpful. 


In regard to the Machin's question, that was actually from Roger Siboni.

Hello Eric, Thank you for your permission. In regard to combining 
your collections of British Halfpence, | will point out what you are 
already very well aware of and that is, not all counterfeits with 
British-like legends and devices are of British origin. Mike Ringo in 
particular had pointed out a number of varieties that were most likely 
made in America. Byron Weston wrote a short paper about his 
discussions with Ringo, which provides a number of images of 
counterfeits thought to be of American origin. It turns out the Ringo 
Rat, while not being mentioned in the paper, has only been found in 
North America (all 6 examples) and none in British accumulations. 
Though this is indirect evidence, it does point to an American origin 
for these coins. 


The Ringo Rat group has one and only one Variety and therefore 
cannot actually be called a Family. It is something that has been 
given the appropriate name of an Orphan, without a true Family 
connection - as yet. My paper on these coins will be short and serve 
primarily as a survey of known examples of this variety. | would love 
to come to St. ouis but | am pretty overwhelmed at work. | plan to 
retire from full time work in two years and be able to devote myself to 
coins more deeply. There are some 10,000 varieties of cft halfpence 
and there is no reference book available at this time. | am slowly 
writing up Families and a paper on the group of 1773 and 1774 
Boyish George counterfeit halfpence will be coming out in the next 
CNL. You will note previous papers | have written on the Swollen 
Jowl and the Lanky Letter Families. Many other papers are in 
preparation but your curator would have a huge learning curve to get 
up to speed on these coins. Clem is no longer actively collecting 
these coins but | am an active buyer of his coins, as | work my way 
through the Families. Great fun and new discoveries around every 
corner!!

Okay gentle people. | have been in contact, as you know, with William Veach. Our initial contact was fantastic and full of fun. 
Well, the honeymoon is over. He is very upset - to say the least - that we have delisted the E reverse. To refresh your memories, 
when the Ford auction catalog came out, the 2-E obverse Newman plate coin turned out to be a 2-D (previously undescribed 
combination). We also compared the 2 and 11 obverses and concluded that the 11-D was actually a 2-D - which Bill agrees with. 
However, the delisting of the E reverse, as being the same as the F, sent him ballistic - as it should if we are wrong. The problem 
is the E reverse only has been identified with the 2 obverse. Since we know the Ford 2 obverse (Newman plate coin which | now 
own) is actually a 2-D, are there other 2 obverses paired with the E reverse? As a corollary question, are we absolutely sure the E 
and F reverses are the same? | was previously, but due to the HEAVY criticism that | have received on this as well as a very 
indepth comparison of the differences of the E and F reverses, | think it important that his question be re-visited. Anyone have 
any thoughts on this? Are there both 2-Ds and 2-Es out there, and if so, does someone have a 2-E???? Roger
